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IKIEODUCTION 

This  Translation  and  Glossary  of  the  Czejchoslovak  Statistical 
Yearbook  1959  is  intended  to  permit  the  use  of  the  Czechoslovak  Statis¬ 
tical  Yearb^k  1959  by  persons  vho  do  not  know  Czech. 

The  Translation  and  Glossary  consists  of  the  following: 

Full  translation  of  Table  of  Contents. 

Pull  translation  of  introductory  notes  and  Preface , 

Pull  translation  of  explanatory  notes  to  each  chapter, 

Czech- English  glossary  of  the  table  titles,  table  headings, 
and  subheadings  of  each  table. 

Pull  translation  of  footnotes  appended  to  the  tables . 

The  translation  of  each  table  title  in  the  Table  of  Contents  is 
followed  by:  (a)  page  number  of  the  Czech  text,  on  which  the  table  will 
be  founds  and  (b)  page  number  of  the  Translation  and  Glossary,  on  which 
the  glossary  for  the  table  will  be  fo\md. 

The  glossaries  of  the  tables  are  arranged  as  follows; 

Each  glossaiy  is  headed  by  the  page  number  in  the  Czech  text, 
on  which  the  table  will  be  found,  and  by  the  number  which  the  table  has 
in  the  Czech  text. 

The  table  title  is  given  in  Czech  and  English  in  ALL-CAPs . 

The  left-hand  column  contains  all  table  headings,  subhead¬ 
ings,  as  well  as  words  and  phrases  in  the  left-hand  vertical  column  of  the 
table  in  Czech.  The  right-hand  column  of  the  glossary  contains  the  Eng¬ 
lish  translation  of  the  material  in  the  left-hand  coltimn  of  the  glossary, 
and  is  so  arranged  that  the  English  translation  of  each  line  in  the  left- 
hand  column  is  in  the  identical  line  in  the  right-hand  column.  In  these 
columns  the  horizontal  table  headings  and  subheadings  come  first,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  words  and  phrases  in  the  left-hand  vertical  column  of  the 
table.  Subordination  of  headings  and  subheadings  to  each  other  is  indi¬ 
cated  by  indentations  and  spacings  in  the  colimms  of  the  glossary.  Where 
a  group  of  headings  recurs  within  the  same  table,  it  is  rendered  only  once; 
but  the  glossary  for  each  table  is  a  self-contained  reference  aid,  re¬ 
quiring  no  reference  to  the  glossary  of  any  other  table.  Place  names 
teve  not  been  rep3X)duced. 
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All  explanatory  notes  to  chapters  and  all  footnotes  to  tables  have 
been  rendered  in  this  Translation  and  Glossary  in  Engli^  ,on3,y>;  and  are  .

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FOREWORD 


The  publicatloh  of  the  Statistical  Yearbook  of  the  Czechoslovak 
Republic  for  1959  is  a  continuation  of  the  State  Statistical  Office’s 
ariruaT  publication  of  statistical  material  on  the  development  of  the  na¬ 
tional  econony  and  culture  of  Czechoslovakia.  The  retrospective .^ta  and 
detailed  statistical  surveys  in  this  Yearbook  go  up  td  the  end  of  1958 • 

The  comparative  data  on  Important  indexes  begin  in '1958'.  Because  of  the 
size  of  .the  Yearbook  some  of  the  comparative  time  data  had  to  be  reduced, 
so  that  some  of  the  time  series  go  only  to  195^. 

No  basic  changes  have  been  made,  in  the  ofganizaiipn  of  .the  -tables 
and  surveys  since  the  1958  Yearbepk, . nor  has  the  scope  of  the  published 
data  been  substantially  increased.  Nevertheless  in  almost  every  chapter 
various  small  improvements  in  precision  have  been  made,  or, supplementary 
tables  have  been  presented  in  order  to  give  better  information. on  the 
particular  phehomeha.  Ihis  supplementary  and  improved  information  in¬ 
cludes  data  on  the  age  composition  of  the  population,  the  age  composition 
of  employed  persons  in  the  national  economy,  technioal-econoB^ic  data  on  . 
electric  power  plants,  black-  and  brown-coal  mines,  blast  furnaces, 
steel  mills  and  rolling  mills,  data  on  the  eq.uipment,  of  households  with 
consumer  durables,  some  data  from.microcensuses  on  the  income,  of  the  pop¬ 
ulation,  surveys  of  the  success  of  pupils,  data  on  health  and  social  wel¬ 
fare,  physical- training  installations,  etc.  .  , 

As  in  the  preceding  yearbooks,  each  chapter  is  pi-eceded  by  an  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  basic  indexes. 

In  1958  there  were  organizational  changes  in  industry,  construc¬ 
tion,  and  certain  other  branches .  These  influenced  certain  indexes,  both 
for  the  branch  as  a  whole  and  in  more  detailed  data.  During  1958  there 
were  also  various  price  changes,  which  were  felt  particularly  in  invest¬ 
ment  construction  and  building.  In  all  these  cases  the  time  series  had 
to  be  recalc\ilated.  The  recalculated  data  are  corrected  for  the  organi¬ 
zational  structure  as  of  3I  December  1958.  In  industry  the  data  on  local 
and  cooperative  iiidustry  were,  in  accordance  with  the  classification  of 
industrial  branches  of  the  member  states  of  the  Council  of  Economic  Mu¬ 
tual  Aid,  assigned  to  the  other  branches  of  industry.  In  all  cases  in 
which  the  time  series  were  recalculated  this  is  indicated,  and  the  prin¬ 
ciples  on  which  the  recalculation  was  done  are  given  in  the  section 
"Comparability  with  the  1958  Yearbook". 

The  Statistical  Yearbook  is  the  -work  of  all  workers  in  the  State 
Statistical  Office  and  of  certain  workers  in  other  offices .  The  content 
of  the  Statistical  Yearbook  was  proposed  and  edited  by  the  workers  in 
the  su3rvey  group;  Dr.  Eng.

A  branch  of 'the  national  economy  is  a  grou^  of  ebOnomic  and  budge¬ 
tary  organizations  or  their  opera.tionally  independent  fomations,  secon- 
daiy  and  auxiliary  management  groups,  which  fulfill  the  same  economic  or 
other  social  functions  resulting  frop  the  social  division  of  labor. 

If  the  organization,  in  addition  to  its  main  activity,  also  has  an 
auxiliary  or  sec 9ndary  management  group,  (e.g.,  industrial  operations  on 
constiruction  sites  or,  on  the  state  fairas,  eriteip)rise'  ho'iisihg  Operations, 
etc),  these  are  placed  in  the  particular  brartch  and  not  :  ih  the  branch  of 
the  main  activity  of  the  organization  of  which  they  ate  a  part. 

The  administrative  apparatus  which  directly  organizes  and  manages 
the  activity  of  the  organization  and  ie  financed  from  its  3resources  is 
included  in  the  branch  of. the  main  activity  of  the  organization. 

Freight  transport  is  included  in  thj  brarich  Of  material  produc¬ 
tion  bn  the  basis  of  accotinting  data  concerning  /Mage  expenses  for  freight 
transport.  Half  the  total  activity  of  the  communications  industry  is 
included  in  the  production  area. .  '  _  ‘ 

The  apparatus  of  managing  organs  supported  by  the  resources  of  the 
state  budget  are  placed  under  administration. 

The  remaining  unassigned  activities  include  particularly  these 
organizations:  printing,  publishing,  phonbgraph  records,'  raw-materials 
collection,  legal  advice,  and  calculation  stations.  More  details  on  the 
membership  of  individual  branches  are  given  in  the  Type  Cla.sslfication  of 
the  Branches  of  the  National  Economy,  prepared  by  the  State  Statistical 
Office. 

Notes  on  the  Tables:  , ' 

Tables  1-4  through  1-12,  National  Income. 

National  income  is  part  of  the  created  social  product  which  re¬ 
mains  after  replacing  the  means  of  production  which  have  been  consumed 
during  the  year..  The  social  product. makes  up  the  total  quantity  of  mate¬ 
rial  goods  --  means  of  production  and  consumer  goods  --  which  were  pro¬ 
duced  in  society  in  one  year.  The  national  income,,  which  embodies  newly 
expended  labor,  in  its  natural  form  is  composed  of  the  total  quantity  of 
consiamer  goods  produced  and  that  portion  of  the  means  of  production  which 
is  destined  to  expand  production. 

The  cooperatives  include  the  producer  and  constimer  cooperatives, 
and  only  types  III  and  IV  of  the  Unified  Agricultural  Cooperatives.  The 
lower- type  JZD’s  are  included  in  the  private  sectors.  Personal  farms

The  basic  data  in  this  chapter  were  obtained  from  the  censuses 
■which  have  been  conducted  on  the  present-day  territory  of  the  cohntry. 

The  first  modern  census  -was  made  within  the  territory  of  our  country 
in  1869.  With  the  exception  of  the  Slovalc  census  of  19^6  the  censuses 
include  all  the  population  present.  The  data  in  all  tables  have  been 
recalculated  for  the  present-day  territory  of  the  country.  Basic  data 
on  the  number  of  inhabitants  by  the  results  of  individual  censuses  (Table

4.  MOViWENT  OF  POPUIATION  .  .  . 

®ie  natural  movement  of  the  population  at  present  is  determined  , 
by  individual  census  lists  which  are  kept  by  the  national  co^ittee  re¬ 
sponsible  concerning  each  wedding,  the  birth  of  children,  and  the  death 
of  persons.  Data  on  divorces  are  kept  by  the  courts. 

Data  are  processed  by  the  residence  of  brides,  of  mothers  (for 
births),  and  residence  of  persons  dying. 

Statistics  on  the  mechanical  movement  of  the  population  are  kept 
for  changes  resulting  from  moving,  both  for  moving  within  the  cox^tfy 
(internal  movement)  and  for  moving  across  the  national  frontier  (inter¬ 
national  movement).  (Footnote:  Moving  is  considered  as  the  change  pf 
permanent  residence  in  moving  from  one  obec  to  another.  Moving  within 
the  territory  of  one  and  the  same  obec  is  not  considered  statistically, 
except  moving  within  the  cities  of  Prague,  Brno,  Ostrava,  and  Brati¬ 
slava.  This  movement  between  city  obvods  is  not, included  in  the  data  on 
internal  movement.)  . 

Qlie  data  in  the  retrospective  tables  deal  with  the  processes  of 
reproduction  and  movement  of  the  population  within  Czechoslovakia,  and 
include  the  territory  of  the  country  in  the  particular  year,  altho\igh 
they  do  not  include  Carpathian  Buthenia  for  prewar  years .  This  means  ^ 
that  the  data  for  1919-1937  concern  the  movement  of  the  population  on  the 
territory  as  of  1937,  without  Carpathian  Buthenia,  except  for  1919  and 
1920,  for  which  there  are  no  data  for  some  parts  of  Valticko,  Vitorazsko, 
Hlucinsko,  and  other  obeces  whose  membership  in  Czechoslovakia  was  in 
doubt.  Beginning  in  19^5  the  data  do  not  include  the  movement  of  popu¬ 
lation  for  the  obeces  which  passed  from  eastern  Slovakia  to  the  Soviet 
Union.  Beginning  in  1947,  however,  the  data  include  movements  for  the 
three  obeces  across  the  river  from  Bratislava,  which  passed  to  Czeciioslo- 
vakia  by  treaty  with  Hungary.  , 

Demographic  data  concern  the  population  which  resides  permanently 
on  the  territory  of  the  Bepublic  regardless  of  actual  nationality.  Ifax- 
riages,  births,  and  deaths  of  our  citizens  abroad,,  even  if  their  perman¬ 
ent  residence  is  in  Czechoslovakia,  are  not  included  in  the  data. 


Notes  on  the  tables: 

Table  4-1:  Natural  Movement  of  the  Population. 

Children,  beginning  in  1953,  are  only  those  fetuses  weiring  1,000 
grams  and  more,  and  measuring  35  centimeters  and  more,  whose  gestation 
lasted  at  least  28  weeks .  But  fetuses  which  do  not  meet  these  three  con¬ 
ditions,  but  which  were  bom  alive  and  lived  at  least  24  hours,  are  also 
considered  as  children,  regardless  of  the  subsecLUent  length  of  life. 
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Also,  children  are  thoise  fetuses  whiChy'  regardless  of  survival, 
were  hoim  of  multiple  births  of  which  at  least  one  child  met  the  above 
condiiibns  /  'ih  this  case  the  other  fetuses  ’  (which  under  other  circum¬ 
stances  would  be  cohsideied' as  ab'bitiions )  are  considered  children,  are 
registered^  and'are'prDcessed ’ statistically.

5.  LABOR 


The  data  on  the  number  of  vorhers  and  employees  in  the  Czechoslo¬ 
vak  national  economy  and. in  the  socialist  sector  of  the  national  economy 
are  not  complete.  Lacking^  for  instance/  are  data  concerning  the  armed 
components  of  the  Mnistry  of  National  Defense^  the  Mihistiy  of  the  In¬ 
terior  etc. 

Workers  in  the  national  economy  are  persons  in  employee  status,.  . 
cooperative  members  permanently  vorking  in  coops;  private  entrepreneurs 
and  their  family  members  permanently  vorking  vith  them;  Women  vho  vork 
only  in  households,,  and  helpers  (particularly  in  agriculture)  are  not  in¬ 
cluded  among  workers.  The  number  of  workers  in  the  tables  does  not  con¬ 
tain  apprentices. 

The  average  recorded  number  of  workers  is  calculated  on  the  basis 
of  the  arithmetic  average  of  12  monthly  average  figures^  which  are  calcu¬ 
lated  as  the  q.uotient  obtained  by  dividing  the  total  daily  numbers  by  the 
number  of  calendar  days  in  the  month. 

Data  on  average  wages  are  calculated  by  dividing  the  wage  fund  by 
the  average  number  of  recorded  workers . 

The  data  given  in  the  table  on  workers  and  average  wages  in  the 
individual  branches  do  not  agree  vith  the  data  given  in  the  branch 
averages  concerning  labor  and  wages  in  the  individual  chapters.  This  is 
explained  by  the  fact  that  the  material  examined  in  the  individual  chap¬ 
ters  is  narrower  in  scope,  since  it  contains  only  workers  in  the  main  ac¬ 
tivity  of  the  enterprises.

Tables  5-8  through  5-lOJ  Nmber  of  Specialists  with  College-Level 
and  High-School  Training.  Nmber  of  JZD  Specialists,  by  Main  Groups  of

Data  on  the  number  of  specialists  with  college- level  and  hi^- school 
specialized  training  were  obtained  in  1958  from  the  census  as  of  1  Sep-  , 
tember.

Table  6-1:  Investment  in  the  National  Econoray. 

Investraents  in  the  national  economy  are  classified  according  to 
the  ownership  form  of  investors.  Investors  are  divided  into  four  groups: 

(a)  Organs  of  the  state  adrainistrationj 

(b)  Cooperative  organizations; 

(c)  Ifess  organizations; 

(d)  Private  individuals. 

Investment  by  the  organs  of  the  state  aflrainistratlon: 

This  group  includes  all  organizations  under  the  rainistries,  the 
other  central  offices,  and  the  organs.  The  value  of  investraent  by  the 
or^ns  of  state  administration  includes  labor  and  deliveries  financed 
from  state  resources,  investment  work,  and  deliveries  financed  from  all 
other  sources,  such  as  investment  done  from  enterprise  funds,  from  re¬ 
wards  for  the  Red  Banner,  from  credits  for  rationalization  measures, 
from  the  fund  for  the  development  of  the  local  economy,  from  special  and 
supplementary  budgets,  etc.  This  group  also  includes  investraents  (the 
value  of  the  work  done)  made  under  the  program  for  iraprovenent  of  cities 
and  obeces  by  civil  self-help  (Operation  Z)  and  foreign  investeents .  The 
program  for  self-help  development  of  physical-training  installations 
(Operation  T),  which  in  past  years  was  included  in  the  investments  of  so¬ 
cial  organizations,  is  now  a  part  of  Operation  Z,  and  thus  is  included  in 
the  investraents  of  the  organs  of  state  administration  in  all  years. 

Investments  of  cooperative  organizations: 

This  group  includes  investments  of  the  JZD’s  and  investments  of  or¬ 
ganizations  amder  the  Central  Council  of  Cooperatives,  the  Central  Union 
of  Consumer  Cooperatives,  and  the  Central  Union  of  Producer  Cooperatives. 

Investments  of  social  organizations: 
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Investments  of  social  organizations  include  labor  and  deliveries 
for  the  organizations  of  the  National  Front .

Investment  is  divided  by  main  trends  essentially  such  that  it  is 
assigned  to  branches ‘or  groups  of  branches  of  the  national  aepnomy  in 
which  the  investor  is  included  by  virtue  of  his  main  economic  or  other 
socied  function.  Investments  in  the  housing,  economy,  and  in  cultural, 
health, and  social  installations,  etc,  are  Included  in  the- particular  min 
trend  regardless  of  the  investor’s  main  activity.  ^  - 

If,  however,  the  investor,  in  additionsto,  his  main  economic  or 
other  social  function,  perfOmS  still  other  functions  for  which  he  has  . 
oaxiliary  or  secondary  organizations  under  him,  tlK  investments  made  in_ 
these  axficilia-iy  and  secondary  organizations  are  included  .basically  in  the 
general  category  of  the  actual  economic  or  other,  social  function  which  . 
they  perform,  and  not  in  the  branch  corresponding  to  the  main  activity  of 

the  organization  (investor)  of  which  they  are  a  part.

Most  of  the  work  in  Operation  Z  is  done  by  volunteer  workers  with¬ 
out  pay,  and  material  is  also  obtained  primarily  from  local  sources,

The 
value  of  investments  made  within  Operation  Z  comprises  escpenditures  made 
by  the  national  committees,  the  value  of  work  performed  by  voluntary  bri¬ 
gade  workers,  and  the  value  of  material  obtained  free. 
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Tables  6-13  and  6-li^:  Basic  Funds  Obtained  by  Developaent  of  the 
National  Econony. 

The  value  of  basic’ funds  is  the  value  of  projects,  the  value  of 
construction  work/  and  the  value  of  machinery  and  equipLient,  tools,  and 
inventory  (including  installation) .  Basic  funds  thus  include  all  build¬ 
ings  and  construction,  or  a  complete  part  of  such,  vhich  is  able  to  serve 
its  purpose  by  itself  (including  heating,  plumbing,  sewerage,  lighting, 
and  gas  installations,  insofar  as  they  are  appropriate  to  the  building, 
and  including  mchinery  and  equipment,  tools,  and  inventory,  insofar  as 
they  are  included  in  the  building's  budget),  and  all- machinery  and  equip¬ 
ment,  tools,  and  inventorj^  which  are  not  part  of  the  budget  (e.g.,  motor 
vehicles),  including  transport  costs,  installation  fees,  etc.  Basic 
funds  also  include  expenditures  mde  on  perennial  crops  up  to  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  production  (gardens,  vineyards,  hopyards,  plantations,  reserva¬ 
tions,  parks,  nurseries). 

Basic  production  funds  include  basic,  funds  serving  industry, 
construction,  agriculture  and  forestry,  transportation  and  comiounica- 
tions,  mterial-technical  supply,  trade  and  public  feeding,  purchasing, 
and  other  production  activities.  • 

Nonproduction  basic  funds  include  basic  funds  for  science  and  re¬ 
search,  cotimunal  services,  housing  economy,  health,  social  welfare,  edu¬ 
cation,  culture,  enlighteni.ient  and  physical  training,  and  administration.

A  leading  position  in  the  development  of  the  JZD's  is  occupied  by 
construction  for  livestock  production.  Individual  types  of  ccnstnmction 
(projects)  are  divided  into  adaptation  and  new  const luct ion.  In  the  case 
of  new  construbtion  one  expects  long-term  use  (up  to  80  years),  while 
adaptation  is  more  in  the  nature  of  provisional  constimction,  used  for 
the  immediate  housing  of  livestock,  and  graduallj^’  to  be  replaced  by  new 
construction.  The  capacity  of  this  construction  is  given  by  the  number 
of  head  of  aniijals  housed.

A  dwelling  xjhit  is  a  single  room  or  a  group  of  rooms  which,  by  de¬ 
cision  of  the  construction  office,  is  intended  for  residence  and  which 
can  serve  this  purpose  pertianently  as  independent  housing  units  (for  f\ir- 
ther  details  cf.  announcerment  No  57,  Ministry  of  the  Local  Economy, .is¬ 
suing  operational  regulations  for  the  law  on  the  rmanagenent  of  dwelling 
units  —  Uredni  List  [Official  Gazette],  No  25/1957)-  Housing  units  also 
include  all  separate  rooms  in  rooming  houses,  student  hones,  student  hos¬ 
tels,  and  homes  of  working  youth. 
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Residence  area  is  the  floor  area  of  dwelling  roons.  A  dwelling 
roon  is  a  lighted  and  directly  ventilated  roon  with  a  floor  area  of  at 
least  8  square  neters  which  can  be  heated  directly  or  indirectly  and 
which  is,  because  of  its  internal  organization  and  equipnent,  intended 
for  dwelling.  Dwelling  roons  are  also  kitchens  with  floor  areas  over  12 
square  neters,  and  also  halls .  In  detenaining  the  floor  area  of  indiv¬ 
idual  dwelling  roons  one  counts  the  entire  area  of  their  floor.  This 
area  also  Includes  the  area  occupied  by  stoves  or  other  heating  agents, 
and  the  area  of  bay-windows ;  the  area  occupied  by  window  and  door  projec¬ 
tions  is  counted  if  they  are  at  least  1.20  neters  wide,  2  neters  high,  and 
0.30  ueter  deep.  The  area  occupied  by  furniture  is  not  taken  into  account. 

If  a  dwelling  room  has  a  sloping  roof  only  four-fifths  of  its  area 
is  counted.  In  the  case  of  dwelling  kitchens  only  that  portion  of  the 
floor  area  which  is  over  12  square  neters  is  counted.

Other  increases  include  prinarily  dwellings  obtained  by  dividing 
up  larger  units  according  to  the  construction  regulations.  Other  losses 
include  cases  in  which  two  former  tinits  were  ccnbined  to  form  one . 

Tables  6-20  through  6-25:  State  Housing  Construction. 

These  tables  contain  data  on  new  housing  installations  constructed 
by  the  state  and  delivered  for  residence  in  1957  and  1958.  They  do  not 
include  data  on  housing  in  rooming  houses,  student  homes,  student  hostels, 
and  homes  of  working  youth,  or  the  reconstruction  of  old  buildings  for 
housing;  nor  do  they  include  dwelling  units  which  were  made _ available  for 
residence  in  these  years  in  installations  in  which  othei'  units  under 
construction  were  transferred  to  future  years  (units  in  certain  houses  of 
an  installation) .  This  portion  of  housing  construction  was  not  investiga¬ 
ted  . 


The  majority  of  housing  installations  are  being  built  according  to 
projects  worked  out  in  advance ;  there  are  several  tj^es  of  these  and  they 
are  called  standard  projects.  They  differ  from  one  another  principally 
in  the  size  of  \inits  within  the  installations  and  in  the  huiober  of  floors 
in  the  housing  installation.  Standard  projects  are,  however,  sometimes 
adapted  to  local  conditions,  or  to  the  demands  of  customers.  Projects 
which  are  developed  without  the  use  of  standard  designs  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  single  housing  installation  are  called  individual  (non-stan¬ 
dard)  projects. 

Technological  level  of  development . 
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The  first  technological  level  of  housing  construction  is,  essen¬ 
tially,  the  use  of  traditional  naterials,  such  as  "bricks  and  smll  "blocks. 
On  the  second  technological  level  sraall  prefabricated  parts  veiling 
less  than  600  kilo^aris  are  used.  According  to  the  third  technological 
level  housing  units  are  nade  of  brick-  or  cinder-concrete-blccks,  parts, 
and  panels  weiring  fron  600  to  1, 500  kilograras .  On  the  fourth  techno¬ 
logical  level  housing,,  installations  are  i.iade  of  conplete  wall  units  and 
large  prefabricated  parts  and  panels  ve idling  usually  acre  than  1,500 
kilograr-is . 

,  Civil  eq.uipnent: 

Gone  housing  Installations  have, .in  addition  to.  dwelling  units  and 
corfficn  equipnent,  serving  the  residents  Cf  the  building  (laundries,  drying 
roons,  space  for  baby  carriages^  etc),  areas  for  a  broader  group  of  popu¬ 
lation,  such  as  stores,  public -feeding  installations,  operational  roons, 
elenentary  schools,  and  health  installations .  Tliese  areas  in  housing 
installations  are  called  civil  equipment. 

Tables  6-29  and  6-30;  General  Repairs. 

General  repairs  elininate  the  effects  of  wear  or  damage  to  basic 
funds  in  order  to  restore,  without  essentially  increasing,  their  orilinal 
technical  properties  (in  the  case  of  nachinery  and  equipnent)  or  their 
operational  capacities  and  usefulness  (in  the  case  of  buildings  and 
structures).  The  general  repair  of  nachinery  and  equipment  results  in 
replacing  a  large  nunber  of  parts.  General  repair  of  buildings  and  struc- 
t\ires  is  the . replacement  of  entire  basic  parts. 

Conparnbility  with  the  1958  Yearbook 

Pric3  and  nethodological  changes  have  occiorred  in  the  statistics 
on  investment  development  since  the  last  edition  of  the  Statistical  Year¬ 
book.  For  this  reason  the  annual  series  (expressed  in  crowns)  have  been 
recalculated  according  to  1959  prices  and  methods. 

Price  changes:  Since  1  January  1958  there  has  "been  a  reduction  in 
the  wholesale  prices  of  mchinery  and  equipment,  tools,  and  inventory, 
a  price  drop  in  installation  work  and,  as  a  result  of  a  fall  in  the 
prices  of  certain  building  r.iaterials,  a  drop  in  the  price  of  construction 
work  which  is  evaluated  by  individual  calculations .  Since  1  January  1959 
there  has  been  a  change  in  the  prices  of  construction  work  and  in  the 
prices  of  machinery  and  equipment  delivered  for  the  JZD's. 

Methodological  charges :  the  following  types  of  work  and  deliver¬ 
ies  are  not  included  in  investments: 
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(a)  Construction  work  a  part  of  which  is  also  petrolemi  wells 
which  were  forraerly  listed  separately; 

(b)  Machinery  and  equipiient,  tools and  Inventory,  whose  value 
includes  installation  work,  which  was  formerly  listed  separately; 

(c)  The  value  of  other  investraent  expenditures  has  been  renoved 
from  investments.

7-  INDUSTRY 


Industry  is  one  of  the  main  parts  of  material  production.  The 
concept  of  industry  includes  activity  connected  with  producing  material 
goods  available  in  nature,  or  activity  connected  with  processing  these 
goods  and  agricultural  products. 

The  basic  reporting  and  recording  -unit  in  industry  is  the  enter¬ 
prise.  An  enterprise  is  an  independent  unit  with  respect  to  production 
technology,  and  is  simultaneously  an  independent  organization  with  re¬ 
spect  to  economy,  planning,  accounting,  and  statistics . 

Industry  is  divided  into  two  basic  economic  groups: 

1.  The  production  of  the  means  of  production  --  economic  group  A. 

2.  The  production  of  consumer  goods  --  economic  group  B. 

The  basic  feature  identifying  the  two  economic  groups  is  the 
branch  of  industry.  The  industrial  branch  means  the  group  of  enterprises 
producing  products  with  the  same  economic  purpose,  using  in  their  produc¬ 
tion  the  same  types  of  raw  materials  and  the  same  technological  process . 

An  industrial  branch  embraces  the  industrial  activity  of  an  entire  enter¬ 
prise  j  when  an  enteip)rise  turns  out  products  belonging  to  more  than  one 
branch  it  is  included  in  that  branch  which  is  (Quantitatively  predominant. 
It  is  established  for  each  industrial  branch  whether  it  belongs  com- 
pletely  to  economic  group  A  or  B.  The  present  classification  of  indus¬ 
trial  branches  divides  industry  into  63  branches,  which  are  further  div¬ 
ided  into  16  homogeneous  groups. 

The  basic  index  characterizing  the  results  of  industrial  pro(iuc- 
tion  activity  is  gross  production.  Using  this  index  one  can  determine 
the  total  volume  of  industrial  production,  its  structiire  and  development, 
and  compute  the  rate  of  growth  and  labor  productivity. 

Gross  production  refers  to  the  total  result  of  industrial  activ¬ 
ity  of  an  enterprise  and  is  deteimined  on  a  national  scale  by  the  en¬ 
terprise  method. 

Gross  production  includes: 

(a)  The  value  of  all  finished  industrial  products  and  semifin¬ 
ished  products  produced  by  the  enterprise,  both  from  its  own  raw  materials 
wnii  from  those  of  the  customer  and  intended  for  sale  outside  the  enter¬ 
prise  or  for  nonproductlon  consumption  within  the  enterprise . 
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(b)  Work  of  an  industrial- production  nature,  performed  on  the  ba¬ 
sis  of  orders  outside  the  enterprise  or  for  the  nonproduction  needs  of 
the  enterprise. 

(c)  The  value  of  a  change  in  the  level  of  reserves  of  all  semifin¬ 
ished  products  of  the  enterprise's  ovn  production  and  the  value  of  chan¬ 
ges  in  the  level  of  reserves  of  small  and  short-term  objects  of  the  en¬ 
terprise's  own  production, intended  for  further  production  purposes  within 
the  enterprise. 

(d)  The  value  of  changes  in  the  reserves  of  partly  finished  pro¬ 
ducts  in  selected  machinebuilding  enterprises  in  which  the  industrial 
production  plan  was  set  up  in  this  way.. 

Gross  production  is  determined  in  fixed  wholesale  prices  of  the 
enterprises  (not  including  the  turnover  tax).  For  the  second  Five-Year 
Plan  these  are  the  state  wholesale  prices  as  of  1  July  195*^' 

. Another  basic  index  in  industry  is  the  average  recorded  number  of 

workers,  which  include  all  categories  of  permanent,  seasonal,  and  tenpor- 
ary  workers  which  are  in  the  organization  (enterprise)  in  a  working  or 
apprentice  position.  This  number  also  includes  persons  accepted  for 
transitory  work;  they  are  counted  beginning  on  the  first  day  on  which 
they  began  working  in  the  organization. 

The  workers  in  industrial  enterprises  are  divided  into: 

1.  Workers  in  industrial  activity;  and 

2.  Workers  in  shops  and  operati9ns  engaged  in  enterprise  nonindus¬ 

trial  activity.  This  also  includes  workers  in  the  enterprise  associa¬ 
tions,  n/nrt  workers  in  associated  specialized  organizations  withia  the 
enterprise  associations  or  associations  of  enterprise  managers;  i.e., 
xrorkers  of  research  institutes,  design  institutes,  sales  organizations, 
etc .  . 

Workers  in  industrial  activity  are  grouped  in  the  following  cate¬ 
gories: 

1.  Laborers  (together  with  cottage  laborers); 

2.  Engineering- technical  workers; 

3.  Office  workers; 

k.  other  workers. 
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The  surveys  of  workers  do  not  include  the  workers  in  secondary 
shops  and  operations  in  nnnindustrial  organizations. 

Not  all  the  surveys  of  industry  include  data  on  industrial-pro¬ 
duction  artisan  trades  in  the  private  sector. 

Technical-economic  indexes  are  always  given  for  the  main  industry 
under  which  the  particular  production  is  carried  out.  For  instance;,  the 
indexes  for  electric  power  plants  refer  only  to  the  plants  of  the  Ministry 
of  Power  and  the  Water  Economy,  etc.  This  fact  is  noted  with  individual 
indexes. 

The  index  for  the  utilization  of  installed  capacity  in  electric 
power  plants  expresses  the  average  number  of  hours  per  year  during  which 
the  electric  power  plants  were  in  operation  at  the  average  annual  in¬ 
stalled  capacity  in  order  to  produce  the  quantity  of  electric  power  ac¬ 
tually  produced  for  the  particular  year. 

The  index  of  utilization  of  useful  volume  of  blast  furnaces  indi¬ 
cates  the  average  number  of  cubic  meters  per  24  hours  used,  per  ton  of 
pig  iron  produced  in  the  year  under  investigation.  A  falling  value  of 
this  index  thus  indicates  rising  utilization  of  blast  furnaces. 

The  value  of  the  index  for  the  utilization  of  form  areas  in  foun¬ 
dries  of  gray  and  tempered  cast  iron  and  steel  castings  is  sharply  influ¬ 
enced  by  changes  in  variety.  The  situation  is  similar  with  the  index  of 
utilization  of  metal  charge  in  these  fouindries. 

The  index  of  drying  time  for  bricks  in  individual  types  of  drying 
plants  (tunnel,  overhead,  chamber,  and  natural)  is  given  by  the  fraction: 
(number  of  work  days  during  period X  24  hours  X  single  charge)  divided  by 
(quantity  of  material  taken  out  of  drying  plant  during  period) . 

The  index  of  production  per  1,000  spindles  per  hour  in  individual 
types  of  spinning  mills  (cotton,  wool,  linen)  is  given  by  the  fraction: 
(output  of  yarn  in  1,000  of  units)  divided  by  (actual  spindle  hours,  in 
1, OOO).  The  index  shows  production  per  1,000  spindle-hours. 

Indexes  for  the  mechanization  of  heavy  and  strenuous  work,  auto¬ 
mation  of  production  processes,  electrification,  and  new  technological 
methods  are  always  constructed  as  the  ratio  of  work  done  by  the  particu¬ 
lar  new  method  (mechanized,  automated,  etc)  to  the  total  quantity  of 
work  done  by  old  and  new  methods .  The  indexes  are  expressed  in  percents 
of  the  particular  unit,  which  can  be  the  natural  unit  of  the  volume  of 
production  (e.g.,  tons  in  the  mechanization  of  coal  mining),  number  of  ma¬ 
chines  and  pieces  of  production  equipnent  or  their  capacity  (e.g.,  capa¬ 
city  of  steam  boilers),  etc. 
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Indexes  of  mechanization  and  automation  vith  automatic  regulation 
of  combustion, processes  as  a  proportion  of  the  capacity  of  all  steam 
boilers  are  also  always  given  for  the  main  ministry  in  which  the  majority 
of  the  work  of  introducing  the  particular  new'technj.q.ue  is  done;  this  Is 
given  with  the  individual  indexes. 

Notes  on  the  Tables 

Table  7-4;  ’ New/  Reconstructed,  and' Expanded  Enteipirises  Built  In 

1949„1958. 

New  enterprises  are  those,  which  were  canpleted  after  3I  December 
1948  on  new  ground  and  which  began. to  operate  after  1  Janiiary  1949. 

This  does  not  include  enterprises  which  were  created  as  a  result  of  or¬ 
ganizational  changes,  such  as  the  consolidation  of  several  old  enter¬ 
prises  which  were  producing  before  1  January  1949*  Reconstructed  and 
expanded  enterprises  are  those  enterprises  whose  basic  industrial  resour¬ 
ces  have  been  at  least  half  renewed  since  1948.  Other  enterprises  are 
considered  old.  If  during  various  organizational  changes  newly  built, 
reconstructed,  or  expanded  plants  and  enterprises  have  been  consolidated 
with  enterprises  built  before  31  December  1948,  and  if  the  scope  of  the 
new  basic  industrial  resources  does  not  exceed  half  the  total  production 
capacity  of  the  given  enterprise,  the  enterprise  is  still  considered  old.

Reserves  include  turnover, resources  of  a  material  nature  whose 
value  is  contained  in  the  enteiprise  balance.  .Reserves  are  valued  in 
complete  production  costs,  or  in  purchase  prices  including  turnover  ex¬ 
penses. 


Production  re.serves  include  raw  materials,  fuel,  containers,  etc; 
they  also  include  small  and  short-term  objects. 

Uncompleted  production  represents  the  active  remainder  on  the  pro¬ 
duction  account  in  actual  production  costs. 

Finished  products  and  goods  include  products  produced  by  the  en¬ 
terprise  in  complete  production  costs  and  purchased  products  intended 
for  sale . 

Other  reserves  include  particularly  yoving  animals  and  animals  for 
fattening,  and  mixed  reserves  which  cannot  be  assigned  to  the  foregoing 
groups. 

Table  7-7;  Turnover  Time  of  Normed  Turnover  Resources  of  Indus¬ 
trial  Enterprises. 
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Normed  turnover  resources  are  the  portion  of  turnover  resources 
which  the  enterprise  requires  for  plan  fulfillment  and  for  which  finance 
normative s  are  established. 

The  turnover  time  of  normed  turnover  resources  gives  the  rate  of 
turnover  of  turnover  resources  in  terms  of  the  number  of  days  per  unit 
turnover.  Turnover  time  is  calculated  from  the  following  equations; 
t\irnover  time  for  normed  turnover  resources  =  (average  normed  turnover 
resoxirces  X  number  of  days  in  the  recording  period)  divided  by  (total 
realization  of  finished  goods  during  the  period) . 

Turnover  time  of  production  reserves  =  (average  production  re¬ 
serves)  X  (number  of  days  in  the  recording  period)  divided  by  (consump¬ 
tion  of  production  reserves) . 

Turnover  time  for  uncompleted  production  =  (average  xxncompleted 
production  plus  semifinished  products  frcan  own  production  X  number  of  ^ 
days  in  recording  period)  divided  by  (expenditures  for  gross  production). 

Turnover  time  of  finished  products  =  (average  quantity  of  finished 
products  X  number  of  days  in  recording  period)  divided  by  (production 
costs  for  all  produced  goods).

8 .  CONSTRUCTION 

Construction  includes  organizational  units  vhose  activities  are 
construction  work  (building,  general  repair,  and  maintenance  of  build¬ 
ings  and  structures;  construction  work  on  fixed  foiondations)  prospecting 
and  design  work,  and  geological- prospecting  work  for  purposes  of  invest¬ 
ment  construction. 

Constmction  work  is  done  primarily  by  the  supply  construction  or¬ 
ganizations,  i.e.,  the  enteiprises  whose  main  activity  is  to  perform  con¬ 
struction  and  installation  work  on  the  basis  of  delivery  i  contracts  .con¬ 
cluded  with  other  enterprises  of  budgetary  organizations. 

In  addition  to  the  supply  construction  organizations,  construction 
work  is  also  done  by  industrial  and  other  enterprises  by  their  own  con¬ 
struction  departments,  by  the  JZD*s  in  the  construction  of  joint  cooper¬ 
ative  installations  by  means  of  self-help,  by  the  population  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  to  improve  cities  arid  dbeces,  in  the  construction  of  physical- 
training  installations,  in  individual  construction  of  family  houses,  and 
in  other  small  constmction  ' operations  by  means  of  self-help; '  and  by  the 
small  private  plants  of  construction  artisans. 

In  addition  to  Table  8-1,  all  the  other  tables  contain  data  only 
on  the  construction  work  done  by  the  supply  construction  organizations  of 
the  state  and  cooperative  sector,  Vhich  represent  72.1^  of  the  total  vol¬ 
ume  of  construction  work  done  throughout  the  national  economy. 

The  notes  on  work  and  workers  in  construction  are  similar  to  the 
notes  on  work  and  workers  in  Chapter  7  ==  Industry. 

Notes  on  the  tables: 

Table  8-1:  Volume  of  Construction  Work. 

The  table  includes  data  on  all  construction  work  performed,  even 
by  nonconstruction  organizations .  The  other  tables  in  this  section  con¬ 
tain  data  only  for  construction  enterprises  attached  to  the  construction 
industry . 

Table  8-3:  Construction  Enterpi’ises,  by  Size. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  enterprises  in  small  size  groups  in 
1958  is  caused  by  the  fact  that  in  1958 >  for  the  first  time,  enterprises 
of  the  production  construction  cooperatives  with  small  production  volumes 
were  included  in  the  statistical  processing.

The  volme  of  construction  vork  performed  according  to  delivery- 
contracts  includes  all  vork  performed  by  the  supplying  construction  or¬ 
ganizations  for  their  clients,  including  work  performed  by  subcontractors. 
Subcontractors  may  include  even  nonconstruction  organizations  (e.g.,  in¬ 
dustrial  organizations  )  .

The  number  of  machines  as  of  the  last  day  of  the  year  includes

The  number  of  hours  lost  for  machine  repairs  includes  both  the 
number  of  hours  during  which  the  machines  were  under  repair  on  the  con¬ 
struction  site  and  the  number  of  hours  during  which  the  machines  were 
under  repair  in  shops  not  at  the  construction  site  (this  includes  also 
the  time  necessary  for  transporting  a  machine  from  the  construction  site 
to  the  shop  and  back,  beginning,  where  applicable,  -with  dismantling  and 
re installation  for  transport  purposes) . 

The  number  of  hoiars  lost  for  lack  of  work  and  operating  personnel 
includes  the  nmber  of  hotirs  during  which  tlie  machine  did  not  work  be¬ 
cause  the  operating  crew  did  not  show  upj  it  also  includes  the  number  of 
hours  d-uring  which  the  machine  -was  supposed  to  operate  but  -was  inactive, 
being  in  reserve,  in  storage,  etc.

The.  processed  statistics  include  only  the  annual  reports  of  those 
construction  enterprises  in  which- the  method  of  accounting  records  and 
planning  was  the  same  as  in  the  enterprises  of  the  .Ministry  of  Construc¬ 
tion.  The  water-economy  constmction  renovations,  for  this  areason,  were 
not  included  in  the  processing  of  statistics  until  1956,  inclusive . 

Since  1957^  since  the  accoxmting  methods  have  been  changed,  they  have 
been  a  part  of  the  overall  picture.  Similarly  the  productive  construction 
cooperatives  have  been  included  since  1958 • 

The  basic  classification  unit  is  the  enterprise,  regardless  of  how 
many  basic  reporting  organizations  it  contains. 

The  results  presented  are  not  completely  comparable  in  individual 
years,  since  the  value  indexes  are  given  in  the  prices  for, the  particular 
years.  Large  changes,  however,  occurred  only  in  basic  resources  and  re¬ 
pairs  to  them,  in  which  they  were  reevaluated  in  the  general  inventory 

as  of  ,1  January  1955  • 

Comparability  with  the  1958  Yearbook: 

As  of  ,1  April  19.58  the  supply  ihstallation  enterprises  of  the  for¬ 
mer  Ministry  of  Power,  the  Ministry  of  Heavy  Machinebuilding,  and  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  the  Metallurgical  Industry  and  the  Ore  Mines  were  removed  from 
constmiction.  These  enterprises  were  assiipied  to  the  Industrial  enter¬ 
prises  of  the  parrbicular  ministries. 

As  a  result  of  the  reorganization  of  industry  and  constrnrction, 
and  of  the  reduction  of  wholesale  prices  in  industry  after  .1  January  ,

9-  AGRICULTURE 

Agriculture  includes  organizational  units  whose  activity  is  plant 
and  production  and  directly  connected  auxiliary  activities,  such 

as  mechanized  soil  treatment,  destroying  plant  pests,  etc. 

The  basic' record  tmit  in  agricult\iral  statistics  is  the  agricul¬ 
tural  installation,  whidh  is: 

a)  a  grouping  of  agricultural  land  greater  than  10  ares; 

b)  a  grouping  of  agricixltural  land  less  than  10  ares  provided 

aa)  small- commercial  farming  is  done  on  this  land  (products 
of  this -land  are  usually  sold  or  are  subject  to'  delivery  obligation); 

bb)  this  land  contains  a  vineyard  measxiring  more  than  5  ares; 

c)  a  grouping  of  agricultural  land  or  ponds  measuring  more  than 
10  ares  provided  these  activities  are  not  part  of  an  agricultural  instal¬ 
lation. 

Agricultural  installations  are  divided,  by  installation  groups, 
into  the  socialist  sector  and  indi'Vidual  fanners .  The  agricultural  in¬ 
stallations  in  the  socialist  sector  include  agricultural  installations 
of  the  state  and  cooperative  sector  and,  in  the  case  of  land  (Tables  9-5 
npti  9-6)  the  garden  plots  of  JZD  members. 

The  group  of  agricult'ural  installations  of  the  state  sector  includes 
installations  which  are  wider  state  ownership.  This  includes  state  fanns, 
other  farms  of  the  ministries  (fattening  plants  of  the  Ministry  of  the 
Food  Industry  and  of  Purchasing  of  Agricultural  Products;  farms  of  the 
Ministry  of  the  Food  Industry  and  of  Purchasing  of  Agricultural  Products, 
such  as  agricultural  installations  of  sugar  factories,  distilleries,  can¬ 
ning  plants,  etc;  farms  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuels;  other  farms  of  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Agricult'ure  and  the  Forest  Fconon^;  research  agricult'ural  in¬ 
stallations;  school  faims;  the  state  institute  for  raising  horses;  the 
state  breeding  stations;  state  fishing;  agricultural  installations  of  the 
Czechoslovak  Academy  of  Agricultural  Sciences;  the  faim  at  Lany  connec¬ 
ted  with  the  Office  of  President  of  the  Republic;  military  farms;  etc) 
and  other  public  installations  (agricultural  installations  of  the  na¬ 
tional  committees,  of  national  enterprises,  of  the  local  economy,  etc). 

In  the  case  of  state  farms,  the  agricultural  installation  is  a  farm  sec¬ 
tion,  and  not  the  management  of  the  farm. 

The  group  of  agricultural  installations  in  the  cooperative  sector 
includes  installations  under  collective  ownership  and  with  collective 
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farming.  This  includes  J2D's  with  joint  farming  (types  III  and  IV)  and, 
on  type  II  JZD's,  land  with  joint  delivery. ,  Garden  plots  are  the  per¬ 
sonal  supplementary , farms  of  JZD  memhers. 

The  group  of  agricultural  installations  of  individual  farms  in¬ 
cludes  installations  under  private  ownership  or  under  private  management. 
This  also  includes  the  market  farms  of  farmers,  personal  auxiliary  farms 
of  laborers,  office  workers,  artisans,  and  small  businessmen,  and  "urba- 
riaty"  and  "komposesoraty" .  These  latter  are  special  forms  of  joint  own¬ 
ership  of  land  which  are  still  used  in  some  parts  of  Slovakia.  They  are 
the  joint  property  of  former  members  of  "urbariats",  "komposesorats  '  and 
other  pasture  and  foarest  societies  which  are  the  indivisible  property  of 
the  members  of  these  societies.  When  the  JZD's  are  founded  the  urbariats 
and  komposesorats  pass  to  JSD  ownership  (except  the  forests,  which  are' 
usually  taken  over  by  the  state).

Forestry  includes  all  organizational  units  whose  activity  is  af,- 
forestation,  renewal  and  establishment  of  forests,  cultivation  and  pro¬ 
tection  of  forests  and  forest  animals,  and  the  extraction  of  wood. 


Tables  10-2  through  10-5,  and  Table  10-12  (conclusion)  contain  de¬ 
finitive  data  established  by  the  forest  inventory  of  1950,  made  the  _ 
Institute  for  the  Economic  Management  of  Forests  of  the  Ministry  , of  Agri-” 
culture  (Lesprojekt)  from  19W  through  1953  for  all  the  forest  ^ts  in_ 
Czechoslovakia  measuring  more  than  10  hectares  of  forest  land.  The  basic 
inventory  unit  vae  the  economic  timber  stand  (subdivision) .  Taxation 
data  on  forest  imits  with  less  than  10  hectares  of  forest  land  were  ob¬ 
tained  by  less-precise  methods  of  economic  management  of  forests  (.aerial 
photogrammetry,  etc).  Unlike  last  year's  Yearbook,  these  tables  contain 
data  on  individual  krajs. 


Notes  on  the  Tables: 


A  cubic  meter  (plm)  is  one  cubic  meter  completely  filled  with  wood. 
The  material  of  the  "bole"  is  the  material  of  all  parts  of  the  tree  above 
the  ground,  i.e.,  of  the  trunk  and  of  the  branches  which,  at  the  smaller 
end,  are  thicker  than  7  centimeters  and  not  including  that  portion  of  the 
trunk  which  is  left  behind  with  the  stump .  Wood  on  the  stump  means  woo«. , 
not  yet  cut,  i.e.,  still  standing.  About  10^  of  the  total  cut  is  bark 
(15^  in  the  case  of  oak) . 

Table  10-1:  Forest  Areas,  by  sectors. 

The  state  sector  includes  state  forests  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture  managed  by  the  kraj  forest  administrations,  the  forests  of  the 
Tatra  National  Park,  of  the  forest  cooperatives  in  the  obeces,  the  for¬ 
ests  of  the  national  committees  with  independent  management,  and  the  for¬ 
ests  of  the  other  ministries. 

The  cooperative  sector  includes  forests  of  the  JZD  s  of  t;^es  III 
and  IV,  and  forests  of  JZD's  of  type  II  under  Joint  management,  including 
forest  land  in  supplementary  installations  (garden  plots). 

The  private  sector  includes  small  forests  under  the  individual 
ownership  of  farmers  and  other  private  persons,  including  the  joint  prop¬ 
erties  of  "urbariats"  and  "compossessorats"  [see  Chapter  9,  IntroductionJ 

Table  10-2:  Area  of  Forests,  by  Economic  Form  and  Structure. 

Timber  land  includes  the  area  actually  forested  plus  that  tempo¬ 
rarily  deforested.  Forestless  land  includes  the  area  of  nurseries,  per- 
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manent  distribution  netj  vide  forest  roads,  forest  varehouses,  and  other 
forest  lands  not  included  in' timber  land. 

Long-bole  (tall)  forest,  trunk  material,  is  all  forest  growth 
composed  of  trees  produced  from  seed,  seedlings,  or  plantings,  whether 
from  specially  planted  trees,  aerial  sowing,  or  from  natural  seedlings. 

Young  (low,  scrub)  forest  is  a  less-productive  form  of  forest  re¬ 
sulting  from  cut-over  land. 

Producing  forest  is  a  fully  productive  form  of  forest  providing  a 
regular  annual  wood  yield.  The  main  purpose  is  the  production  of  wood 
material.  In  production  management  the  production  indexes  and  the  prin¬ 
ciples  for  the  location  of  increased  cutting  (cutting  over  the  annual 
increment )  are  fully  used  here . 

Forests  without  arrangement  of  yield  are  economic  forms  of  for¬ 
est  including  protective  forests  (forests  on  rock  and  rocky  soil,  clayey 
slopes,  di’ifting  sand,  protective  forest  strips,  etc)  and  protected  for¬ 
ests  (natural  forests,  reservations,  recreational  and  water- conservation 
forests,  etc).

Wood  reserves  (real)  are  the  reserves  of  all  standing  wood  mate¬ 
rial  (in  stands,  on  the  stump)  in  forests  of  all  economic  groups  (tall, 
medixim,  and  short  forests)  of  producing  forests.

The  annual  extraction  level  is  the  calculated  quantity  of  annual 
wood  extraction,  i.e.,  in  practice  the  quantity  of  wood  which  can  be  ex¬ 
tracted  without  disturbing  the  natural  production  base  of  the  forest. 

The  nationwide  extraction  level  is  the  total  of  the  individual  levels  es¬ 
tablished  for  individual  stands  or  economic  groups.  It  is  given  in  terms 
of  bole  material  for  processing. 

Regular  cutting  is  all  cutting  in  regular  stands,  plus  all  cutting 
for  the  purpose  of  renewing  stands,  cutting  on  cultivated  areas  in  the 
last  age  group,  and  cutting. remnants  of  stands. 

Excess  cutting  includes  all  cutting  for  pruning  and  cultivation, 
etc,  not  done  in  stands  subject  to  regular  cutting. 

Table  10-10:  Cultivation  of  Forests. 
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Deforested  and  thin  areas  are  all  growth  areas  temporarily  defor¬ 
ested  regardless  of  whether  they  are  connected  tracts  or  only  forest 
sections  with  increased  light  penetration  (reduced  deforestation). which 
must  he  afforested.  This  thus  includes  all  parts  oD  forests  which  re- 
q.uire  afforestation. 

Afforestation  is  the  volume  of  actual  artificial  forestation  (in¬ 
cluding  plantations)^  i.e.,  achieved  hy  planting  seed  or  seedlings  (ex¬ 
cluding  the  area  of  natural  reforestation)  This  includes  areas  affor¬ 
ested  for  the  first  time  and  areas  in  which  the  forest  crops  are  improved 
or  supplemented,  recalculated  as  area  of  complete  afforestation.  Affor¬ 
estation  with  fast-growing  trees  includes  the  planting  of  poplars  and 
willows . 

Pruned  areas  Include  areas  which  were  piured,  cleaned,  and  weeded. 
They  are  given  in  hectares  of  manipulation  area  (area  of  forest  on  which 
pruning  was  actually  done ) . 

Table  10-11:  Extraction  and  Delivery  of  Wood. 

Wood  extraction  outside  the  plan  includes  extraction  in  so-called 
self- production!  it  also  includes  bonus  wood  for  handling  fallen  timber 
the  extraction  of  wood  permitted  by  the  Kraj  National  Committee  in 
forests  under  expert  administration. 

Self-production  of  wood  means  the  extraction  of  certain  types  of 
wood  in  a  forest  which  the  fores c  installation  does  not  do  itself  and  in 
the  producer  of  wood,  who  is  not  working  for  the  foiest  installa¬ 
tion,  is  entitled  to  keep  part  or  all  of  the  wood  for  full  or  part  pay¬ 
ment,  or  perhaps  for  nothing. 

Extraction  of  fallen  timber  is  extraction  whose  scope  exceeds  the 
limits  of  chance  extraction  on  a  reg’ilar,  annual  basis. 

Partial  wood  haulage  means  moving  wood  from  the  point  of  cutting 
to  the  removal  point  (or  removal  road)  either  directly  or  (particularly 
in  Slovakia)  by  using  intermediate  points.

Comparability  with  the  1958  Yearbook 

Data  on  total  wood  reserves  on  the  stump  and  the  annual  extrac¬ 
tion  level  in  producing  forests  (Tables  10-4  and  10-5)  differ  from  the 
data  published  in  the  1958  Yearbook  because  of  new  calculations  made  by 
I^sprojekt.  Differences  in  certain  data  concerning  afforestation  and  cul¬ 
tivation  of  forests  (Tables  10-8  and  lO-lO)  are  due  to  data  correction 
made  to  provide  comparability.  Data  cn  soil  preparation  in  1953  through 
1956  have  been  increased  by  the  area  of  soil  treated  for  natural  forest 
restoration.  Crop  examinations  in  1954  through  I956  have  been  recalcu¬ 
lated  for  a  single  examination.  In  contrast  to  the  data  of  the  past 
yearbook  the  work  done  by  machinery  in  wood  removal  (Table  10- 13)  has 
been  reduced  by  the  amount  of  shipping  at  intermediate  points .  The  pre¬ 
liminary  results  on  hunting  in  certain  krajs  in  the  I958  yearbook  have 
been  replaced  by  definitive  data. 
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Differences  in  the  number  of  workers  in  the  state  forests  result 
from  the  new  method  introduced  in  1958*

nal  economy  (administered  hy  the  national  committees)  and  hy  non- indus¬ 
trial  (other)  cooperatives  which  are  organizationally  imder  the  Central 
Union  of  I^'A'iueer  Cooperctives;  or.  In  the  case  of  activities  on  a 
smallt  ;?:  scale,  these  services  are  organized  directlj''  hy  the  mtional  com¬ 
mittees.

13 .  INTERNAL  TRATE 


Internal  trade  and  public  feeding  include  organizational  units 
■whose  activity  is  the  distribution  of  consumer  goods  and  their  sale  to^ 
the  population^  and  the  -sale  of  foods  and  oeverages.  This  includes  pri¬ 
marily  internal- trade  enterprises  such  as  wholesale  enterprises,  recall 
enterprises  selling  food  and  industrial  g‘:5ods,  pharmacies,  etc.  In  ad- 
dition  to  consumer  goods  some  of  these  retail  enterprises  make  sales  not 
covered  by  the  goods  fund,  and  are  really  extra  commercial  seivices. 

They  include,  for  initance,  custom  work,  repairs  to  consuiner  goods,  hous¬ 
ing  and  other  services,  goods  delivery,  loan  services,  etc.  They  aloe 
incl^^de  organizatiens  for  puiblic  feeding,  such  as  restaurants,  eatj.ng 
halls,  automats,  cafes,  factory  dining  halls  and  canteens,  etc. 

Notes  on  the  tables: 

^Tables  I3-I  through  13'“8".  The  Retail  Net  and  the  Public- Feeding 

Net . 

The  retail  net  includes  all  retail  sales  outlets,  i.e.,  individual 
installations  in  which  goods  are  st^ld  directly  to  the  consmer.  Commer¬ 
cial  houses  are  large  sales  cutlets  fer  all  types  oi*  goc^ds  (in  a  wide 
variety),  primarily  industrial  goods,  and  which  have  a  large  number  of 
separate  sales  departnents .  The  mobile  net  sells  goods  by  carrying  them 
about,  ©r  through  mobile  stations . 

Food  sales  cjutlets  are  those  in  which  more  than  9^1^  total 

retail  turnover  is  food  products.  The  ”gastronoms”  are  large-scale  out¬ 
lets  sel-ling  certain  types  cf  food  products  (meat  products,  butter, 
cheeses,  delicatessen,  candies,  coffee,  tea,  wine,  licj.ueuxs,  etc). 

Groups  of  food  products  such  as  flour,  sugar,  bread,  potatoes,  ebc,  are 
not  sold  here.  The  gastronoms  also  usually  contain  large  buffets. 

The  non- food  sales  outlets  sell  no  food  whatever. 

Mixed  riales  outlets  sell  both  foods  and  industrial  goods,  but  in 
these  food  amo\ints  to  less  than  of  total  turnover 

The  state  retail  net  includes  retail  sales  ^^utlets  which  are  or¬ 
ganizationally  under  individual  ministries  8.nd  other  central  offices 
with  the  exception  of  the  Central  Union  of  Consumer  Cooperatives  and  the 
Central  Union  of  Producer  Cooperatives.  The  sales  oiitlets  of  these  two 
central  unions  are  called  the  cooperative  sa.les  outlets . 

Mechanized  automats  are  nt^t  inducted  in  the  retail  net .  Only  the 
permanent  and  melile  net  belongs  here. 


Tile  ntunber  bf  work  places  in  sales  outlets  gives  the  working 
capacity  of  the  cutlets.  This  indicates  the  number  of  sales  personnel 
serving  the  consumers .  If  work  is  done  on  two  or  mere  shifts,  and  if  the 
same  humber  of  sales  personnel  are  not  on  each  shift,  the  number  shewn  is 
for  the  mbst  populous  shift .  This  does  not  indicate  how  many  sales  per¬ 
sonnel  were  or  cculd  be  in  a  sales  outlet,  but  how  many  actually  worked 
there . 

The  network  of  public- feeding  installations  includes  all  the  in¬ 
stallations  in  which  consumers  can  buy  foods  and  beverages  either  pro¬ 
duced  on  the  place  or  purchased  from  outside  producers.  The  centers  are 
operational  units  under  a  single  installation.  For  instance,  one  instal¬ 
lation  may  have  several  centers:  a  restaurant,  a  cafe,  a  wine-room,  tap- 
room,  and  a  buffet .  In  public  cooperative  feeding  the  number  of  instal¬ 
lations  usually  equals  the  number  of  centers.  The  public- feeding  instal¬ 
lations  are  open  either  to  all  (restaurants)  or  to  a  limited  group  of 
cons\]mers  which  they  serve  (factory  feeding,  including  factoiy  dining 
halls  and  canteens ) . 

Table  13-9:  of  the  Physical  Volme  of  Retail  Turnover. 

The  index  of  physical  volume  of  retail  turnover  is  calculated  as 
the  proportion  between  the  index  of  retail  turnover  in  current  prices 
and  the  index  of  retail  prices  in  state  and  cooperative  trade.  The  basis 
of  the  two  indexes  (the  years  in  which  con^iarisonsJare  made)  is  the  same. 
Computation  is  dene  from  data  on  retail  txurnover  according  to  1957  ac¬ 
tivity. 

Tables  13-10  through  13-13  and  13-1?:  Retail  Turnover. 

Retail  t\arnover  of  goods  is  the  sale  of  goods  from  market  funds 
for  state  retail  prices,  or  for  sale  prices,  directly  to  the  consmer  for 
his  personal  consumption.  Re'cail  turnover  of  goods  includes  all  types  of 
sales  connected  with  delivery  for  personal  consumption,  i.e.,  net  only  to 
the  population,  but  also  to  groups  of  consumers  for  their  economic  use, 
and  not  for  further  sale.  It  also  includes  sales  to  organizations  within 
the  scope  of  the  provisions  of  announcement  of  the  Minister  of  Internal 
Trade  and  the  Minister  of  Finance  No  l6l/57  ^'i^d  l60/58^  Uredni  list .  Fur¬ 
ther  items  here  are  income  from  repairs  of  consumer  goods  and  for  custom 
work.  This  concept  of  internal  turnover  was  expanded  in  1958  plan¬ 
ning  purposes  by  the  addition  of  income  for  housing  and  other  services 
perft*rmed  by  the  enterprises  of  the  Ministry  of  Internal  Trade,  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Union  of  Consumer  Cooperatives,  and  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Trade. 
These  latter  items,  however,  are  not  included  in  the  siirveys  of  retail 
turnover.

The  markup  in  rest-aurant  feeding  is  the  difference  between  the 
value  of  all  goods  sold,  of  foods  and  beverages  produced  (in  sales 
prices)  ansi  the  value  of  raw  materials  cons'umed  in  procucing  the  foods 
and  beverages  (in  retail  prices). 

The  markup  in  fact-.'ry  feeding  is  the  difference  between  the  price 
paid  by  the  customer  (including  the  additional  payment  by  the  employer) 
and  the  value  of  raw  materials  consimed.  Prepared  foods  produced  on  the 
premises  include  all  products  or  semifinished  products  which  have  been 
subjected  te  technological  processing.  Principal  products  are  those ^ 
used  for  l\mch  and  supper  and  are  only  the  main  foods;  these  do  not  in¬ 
clude  soups,  pastries,  stewed  fruit,  etc. 

Goods  purchased  from  other  producers  are  those  not  subject  to 
technological  processing  and  sold  largely  in  the  form  in  which  uhe  enter¬ 
prise  purchased  them.

Expenditures  for  circulation  of  retail  sales  outlets  and  whole¬ 
sale  warehouses  include  all  expenditures  for  goods  circulation,  i.e., 
expenditures  connected  with  the  purchase,  storing,  transport,  final  hand¬ 
ling,  and  realization  or  conveyance  of  goods,  including  administrative 
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overhead.  It  also  includes  auxiliary  activities  which  are  fully  compat- 
ihle  with  the  main  activity,  such  as  maintenance,  cleaning,  arrangement, 
administration  of  buildings,  the  mimeograph  room,  salons,  etc. 

With  few  exceptions  the  retail  enterprises  include  actual  freight 
transport  in  the  expenditures  for  circulation.  Administrative  overhead 
means 'th6  expenses  connected  with  running  the  enterprise.

Expenditures  for  circulation  in  the  public- feeding  installations 
include  expenses  for  preparing  foods  and  those  connected  with  the  retail 
sale  of  goods  in  restaurants,  dining  balls,  buffets,  and  factory  dining 
halls,  including  administrative  overhead.  Expenditures  for  circulation 
also  include  those  for  housing,  freight  transport,  maintenance,  arrang¬ 
ing,  barber  shops,  music,  etc.

15 .  COKSIMPTION  AND  PRICES 


Notes  on  the  Tables: 

Table  15-1:  Censimption  of  the  Important  Types  of  Foods  per  capita. 

Ccnsumption  is  calculated  by  the  balance  method.  Consumption  in¬ 
cludes  sales  in  the  retail  net^  consumption  in  public-feeding  installa¬ 
tions,  deliveries  to  non- commercial  customers  (offices,  hospitals,  ther¬ 
apeutic  institutions,  military  and  security  foimations),  consumption  in 
food  production  for  further  processing  (meat  for  smoking,  sugar  for  pro¬ 
ducing  candy),  consumption  of  self- suppliers,  free  sales  (at  agricultiir- 
al  markets),  and  in-kind  consumption  (part  of  vages  paid  in  kind).  The 
tables  show  the  total  average  annual  consumption  per  inhabitant.  The 
niMber  of  inhabitants  for  1958  is  the  preliminary  mean  figinre  for  the 
population. 

Table  15-2:  Daily  Consumption  of  Calories  and  Certain  Food  Ele¬ 
ments  per  capita. 

The  f®od  values  are  calculated  from  data  on  consumption  computed 
by  the  balance  method  and  from  the  tables  of  food  values  and  foods.

Consimption  is  calculated  by  the  balance  method.  Consumption  in¬ 
cludes  sales  in  the  commercial  net,  deliveries  to  non- commercial  custo¬ 
mers,  production  cons-umption  (processing  of  fiber  and  fabrics  in  the 
clothing  industry)  and  technical  consumption  (the  use  of  fiber  in  the  rub¬ 
ber,  chemical,  and  other  industries).

The  basic  data  on  the  ec[uipment  of  households  were  obtained  by  se¬ 
lective  investigation  of  30,000  households  as  of  February  1959>  sup¬ 
plemented  by  balance  data  and  recomputed  for  a3inual  increments .  The  wear¬ 
ing  out  of  individual  objects  was  investigated  (part  of  products  used  to 
repair  existing  consumer  goods), 

Constimer  durables  are  eq[uipment  in  the  personal  ownership  of 
households,  e.g.,  in  the  case  of  washers,  not  including  washers  owned  by 
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a  large  building,  or  those  regularly  rented  out,  etc.  Radio  receivers 
include  those  for  wire  radio.  Personal  automobiles,  motorcycles,  radio 
and  television  receivers  include  those  objects  in  enterprises  in  the  so¬ 
cialist  sector  (Table.  15-5  only)* 

Table  15-11:  Development  of  Retail  Prices  of  Certain  Important 
Types  of  Goods . 

Prices  for  1937  are  averages,  determined  by  selective  checking. 

The  prices  of  foods,  fuels,  and  soap  were  determined  in  several  hundred 
selected  spots  throughout  Czechoslovakia;  the  prices  of  textiles,  shoes, 
and  certain  other  types  of  goods  and  services  were  determined  only  in 
Prague .

The  new  standard  retail  prices  were  established  in  terms  of  the  old  con¬ 
trolled  and  free  prices  and  recalculated  for  the  new  currency  by  multi¬ 
plying  by  the  coefficient  of  currency  reform  (0.2).

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l6.  EDUCATION 

Education  includes  primarily  the  following  organizations:  col¬ 
lege-level  schools,  specialized  schools,  schools  of  working  youth,  gen¬ 
eral-training  schools,  and  institutions  for  pre-school  training  (such  as 
kindergartens)  and  institutions  for  training  outside  of  school  (chil¬ 
dren’s  camps  and  homes,  youth  associations,  agricultural cnmps,  and  pion¬ 
eer  houses) . 

The  organization  of  the  educational  system  has  undergone  certain 
■basic  changes  in  the  last  10  years.  From  the  former  three  levels  of  edu¬ 
cation  the  standard  general-training  school  has  been  formed  and  eight- 
year  obligatory  attendance  has  become  law . 

The  basic  type  of  general-training  school  is  the  eight-year  inter¬ 
mediate  school.  Its  eight  successive  years  correspond  to  the  eight-year 
obligatory  school  attendance  of  youth  from  6  to  ik  years  of  age.  The 
;ii-.’;!t  five  years  of  the  eight-year  intermediate  school  where  conditions 
cc  rot  exist  for  its  full  development  are  called  the  "national"  [elemen¬ 
tary]  school.  A  higher  type  of  general-training  school  is  the  eleven- 
year  intermediate  school,  in  which  the  last  three  years,  i.e.,  ninth ^ 
throu^  eleventh,  are  elective.  Other  elective  schools  are  the  special¬ 
ized  schools.  The  college- level  schools  follow  after  the  general-train¬ 
ing  schools  and  the  specialized  schools. 

In  addition  to  regular  studies  in  all  levels  of  schools  extra¬ 
ordinary  forms  of  study  have  been  introduced  for  workers;  these  include 
evening,  correspondence,  and  external  studies,  whose  graduates,  upon  em¬ 
ployment,  receive  full  diplomas  in  the  particular  study .  In  addition  to 
extraordinary  forms  of  study  courses  with  teaching  material  from  the 
eight-year  intermediate  school  have  been  set  up  at  the  general-training 
schools. 

A  new  method  of  increasing  skills  is  the  scientific  and  scien¬ 
tific-pedagogic  candidacy  ("aspirantura"],  set  up  for  graduates  of  the 
college-level  schools,  and  in  exceptional  cases  for  other  workers  as  well 

In  1953,  out  of  the  pedagogic  faculties  of  the  universities,  in¬ 
dependent  college- level  pedagogic  schools  were  set  up  for  training  teach¬ 
ers  of  the  ninth  through  eleventh  year  of  the  general- training  schools, 
a-ni^  teachers  of  the  pedagogic  and  ?)ecialized  schools.  In  addition  two- 
year  higher  pedagogic  schools  have  been  established  to  train  teachers  of 
the  sixth  through  eighth  years  of  the  general-training  schools.  In  1950 
the  divinity  faculties  were  removed  from  the  universities  and  set  up  as 
independent  divinity  faculties  which  are  financed  by  the  state  as  reli¬ 
gious  institutions.  Even  though  they  meet  the  definition  of  college- 
level  school,  they  are  not  included  in  college-level  schools  as  a  whole. 
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In  1958  the  Institute  of  Physical  Training  and  Sports  was  abolished  as  an 
independent  college-level  school  and  .a  faculty  of  the  same  name  was  set 
up  at  the  Pedagogical  College  in  Prague.,  The  Military  Medical  .Academy  of 
Jan  Evangel.,  Purkyne,  in  Hradec  Kralove^  was  turned  into  a  medical  facul¬ 
ty  in  Hradec  Kralove^  as  another  faculty  of  Charles  University  in  Prague j 
and  the  Pedagogical  College  in  Olomouc  was  combined  with  Palacky  Univer¬ 
sity  in  Olomouc . 

Notes  on  the  Tables: 

The  specialized  and  college- level  schools  do  hot  include  the 
schools  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Defense  and  of  the  Central  Commit¬ 
tee,  Communist  Party  of  Czechoslovakia.  The  old  types  of  schools  are  re¬ 
calculated  for  the  structure  of  the  present-day  schools  (e.g.,  the  pri¬ 
mary  schools,  the  intermediate  schools,  gymnasia,  "real"  schools,  from 
before  the  1953/5^  school  year  have  been  shifted  to  the  general- training 
schools)  ^ 

In  classifying  students  according  to  groups  of  fields  the  classi¬ 
fication  of  fields  of  study  in  college-level  and  specialized  schools  has 
been  used  as  given  in  the  Methodological  Instructions  and  Forms  for  Com¬ 
piling  the  State  Plan  for  the  Development  of  the  National  Economy  in 
Czechoslovakia.  The  data  on  time  schedules  are  comparable  and  conform  to 
the  classification  used  in  1959*

Data  on  establishments  outside  of 
schools  are  given  as  of  the  numbers  at  the  end  of  September,  October,  and 
Novemb§r  in  the  particular  year. 
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"Class"  means  an  organizational  unit  of  pupils  trained  together. 
In  the  music  and  art  schools  the  classes  are  not  this  type  of  organiza¬ 
tional  unit  and  are  thus  not  given  in  the  tables .  A  year  is  a  group  of 
pupils  trained  according  to  the  principles  of  the  particular  grade  in 
the  school.

The  vork  of  the  health  services  is  done  primarily  by  these  organ¬ 
izations:  hospitals^  specialized  therapeutic  and  nursing  institutions^ 
establishments  for  clinical  care,  establishments  for  caring  for  vomen  and 
children,  research  Institutions  in  preventive  and  therapeutic  care, ^ 
transfusion  stations  and  first-aid  stations,  hygienic  and  counterepidemic  sta- 
tl:iis^  establishments  for  health  enlightenment,  etc. 

The  data  on  the  health  services  in  this  chapter  are  not  complete. 
Missing  are  data  on  the  health  establishments  of  the  Ministry  of  Na¬ 
tional  Defense  and  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior. 

Notes  on  the  Tables: 

The  number  of  beds  in  bed  establishments  is  the  approved  bed  fimd 
not  counting  improvised  beds  or  emergency  beds .  The  number  of  medical 
points  is  determined  by  recalculating  physician’s  obligatory  hours  such 
that  46  work  hours  per  veek  (or  in  dangerous  positions  fever  hours,  e.g., 

42  in  tuberculosis  and  36  in  roentgenology  and  oncology)  are  considered 
as  one  point . 

The  okres  health  center  (polyclinic)  is  usually  in  the  capital  of 
the  okres,  and  in  another  city  of  the  okres  only  vhen  this  is  req.uired  by 
the  importance  of  the  location  or  the  number  of  inhabitants.  The  okres 
health  center  should  generally  have  no  less  than  7  specialized  depart¬ 
ments,  although  so  far  they  often  have  fever.  The  obvod  health  centers 
are  establishments  for  therapeutic  preventive  care  in  rural  obeces  and  in 
the  outskirts  of  large  cities.  These  centers  offer  the  ser\'‘ices  of  obvod 
physician  together  vith  those  of  gynecologist  and  pediatrician  and,  vhere 
necessaiy,  of  a  dentist.  Medical  stations  are  the  vorking  places  of  the 
physician  (dentist),  set  up  outside  the  obvod  health  center.  Women’s  and 
children’s  advisory  centers  provide  the  basic  clinical  preventive  and 
therapeutic  care  of  vomen  and  children  in  obeces  vhich  have  no  obvod 
health  center  and,  vhen  necessary,  in  other  places  vithin  the  health 
district  as  veil.  The  nursing  stations  are  managed  by  the  health  vork- 
ers  under  the  supervision  of  physicians. 

In  the  factories,  depending  on  the  importance  and  size  of  the  fac¬ 
tory,  clinical  establishments  are  set  up  sirailar  to  the  territorial  es¬ 
tablishments]  their  internal  organization,  hovever,  is  determined  by 
needs  resulting  from  the  nature  of  the  production. 

Table  17-6:  Health  Workers. 

The  nimiber  of  physicians  includes  all  physicians  kept  in  the  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  national  committees  regardless  of  vhether  they  vork  under  the 


Ministry  of  Health,  or  other  central  offices.  It  also  includes  physi¬ 
cians  whose  sole  work  is  private  practice.  Medim- level  health  workers 
extend  the  type  of  health  services  for  which  they  have  been  trained;  this 
is  done  under  specialized  supervision  or  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
work.  These  workers  include  health  nurses,  children's  nurses,  obstetric 
assistants,  dietetic  niirses,  rehabilitation  workers,  sanitary  workers, 
laboratory  technicians  (health|  X-ray,  dental,  and  phanflaceutlcal),  nnii 
opticians.  Lower-level  health  workers  perform  auxiliary  health  services. 
They  include  dental- instrument  operators,  bath  attendants,  sanitary  at¬ 
tendants  and  specialists,  plaster-workers,  and  disinfectant  workers. 

Table  17-15:  Creches. 

The  nuiaber  of  places  in  creches  means  the  actual  ntunber  of  beds 
for  small  children  and  cribs  for  babies  demnded  by  basic  health  re- 
auirements.  The  space  norm  for  small  children  is  3.5  square  meters,  and 
for  babies  is  2«5  square  meters. 

Table  17-23:  Inability  to  Work  Because  of  Illness  and  Injury. 

This  table  shows  inability  to  work  as  established  by  plants .  Un¬ 
til  I957  the  data  were  provided  first  by  the  Central  National  Insurance 
Society,  and  later  by  the  organs  of  the  Revolutionary  Trade  Union  Move¬ 
ment.  Since  I958  the  data  have  come  from  the  State  Statistical  Office 
and  its  regional  organs.  All  newly  anrpunced  cases  of  inability  to  work 
are  included  here. 

The  average  percentage  of  inability  to  work  is  coimted  as  the 
number  of  calendar  days  of  inability  to  work  because  of  illness  and  in¬ 
jury  divided  by  the  average  number  of  workers  with  health  insurance, 
multiplied  by  365.  . 

Table  17-25:  Completed  Cases  of  Inability  to  Work. 

The  data  are  from  spot  checks  of  completed  cases  of  illness.  The 
statistics  are  provided  by  the  organs  of  the  state  health  administration 
on  the  basis  of  the  records  of  national  health  institutions.  Completed 
cases  of  inability  to  work  are  listed  by  diagnosis,  sex,  age  of  patient, 
and  trade-xmion  membership. 

Comparability  with  the  1958  Yearbook 

In  1958  the  nursing  institutions  have  been  removed  from  the  cate¬ 
gory  of  specialized  therapeutic  and  nursing  institutions.  These  insti¬ 
tutions  have,  with  a  few  exceptions,  been  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  organs  of  social  insurance.

l8.  SOCIAL  INSURAMCE 

Social  insxirance  in  Czechoslovakia  was  reorganized  in  19^8  by  the 
law  on  national  insiarance  (No  99 /hQ,  Collection  of  Lays)^  which  guaran-^ 
teed  all  citizens  the  right  to  care  in  old  age,  when  unable  to  work,  and 
when  unable  to  earn  a  living.  Toward  the  end  of  1956  national  insurance 
was  largely  reorganized  by  laws  Nos  54-57/56,  Collection  of  laws. 

The  new  law  on  health  insurance  of  employees  provides  workers  and 
their  families  (together  with  health  protection)  with  insurance  in  case 
of  illness  and  maternity,  and  uses  family  allotments  to  promote  the 
loealthy  development  of  the  nev  generation. 

Health  insxu:ance  of  income  recipients  is  a  part  of  the  new  law  on 
social  insurance  alongside  income  insurance  of  employees  and  members  of 
the  armed  forces  insofar  as  they  do  not  participate  in  income  prov^ions 
on  the  basis  of  special  regulations.  The  new  law  also  contains  certain 
sectors  of  social  welfare  such  as  care  for  persons  with  chafed  work^g 
capacities,  and  institutional  and  supplementary  care  for  all  needy  citi¬ 
zens  . 

Special  laws  provide  for  the  health  and  income  insurance  of  J2D 
members  and  health  and  income  insurance  for  members  of  the  producer  co-, 
operatives . 

The  execution  of  health  insurance  of  employees  is  entrusted  to  the 
Revolutionary  Trade  Union  Movement,  and  to  the  Central  Union  of  ucer 
Cooperatives  for  members  of  the  producer  cooperatives .  letters  of  social 
insurance  have  been  entrusted  to  the  State  Office  of  Social  Insurance,  and 
the  social- we If are  departments  of  the  councils  of  the  national  commi 
■tees . 

Health  insurance  provides  payments  both  in  kind  and  in  money.  The 
in-kind  payments  include  particularly  nursing  spa  care  and  children  s  an 
elective  ROH  recreation,  while  financial  payments  include  illness  an 
family  allotments. 

All  employees,  members  of  producer  cooperatives,  and  income  recip¬ 
ients  are  covered  by  health  insurance.  A  special  kind  of  health  insur¬ 
ance  on  a  contractual  basis  was  introduced  for  members  of  the  Unified 
Agricultural  gooperatives .  Their  coopci-atlve  insurance  is  volm.ary. 

The  contract  Is  concluded  by  the  cooperative,  and  always  for  all  cooper¬ 
ative  members.  Health  insurance,  depending  on  the  type  of  contract  con¬ 
cluded,  provides  cooperative  membei-s  and  their  family  members  with  preven¬ 
tive  and  therapeutic  care  tM-x^ugh  the  organs  of  state  administration. 

Spa  care  is  made  available  by  the  health  administration  as  a  foim  of 
social  welfare .  The  in-kind  and  financial  allotments  mentioned  in  the 
contract  are  provided  by  the  social- welfare  organs . 
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In  addition  to  preventive  and  therapeutic  care  extended  by  the 
state  health  administration  income  recipients  and.  their  .family  members 
can  claim  support  for  childbirth^  funeral  expenses^  and  spa  care . 

All  workers  and  their  family  members  are  covered  by  income  insur¬ 
ance  in  case  of  death  of  the  family  provider. 

The  most  important  financial  payment  made  under  income  insurance 
is  the  old-age  and  invalid  incomes  provided.  ;  .  . 

Illness  allotments  instead  of  wages  may  be  claimed  by  an  ^ployee 
(member  of  a  producer  cooperative)  who^  because  of  illness  or  injury^  is 
considered  temporarily  incapable  of  work^  and  by  such  a  person  who  is 
temporarily  unabh  to  perform  his  Job  because  he  has  been  quarantined  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  regulations  on  the  struggle  against  communicable  diseases . 

According  to  the  new  regulations  illness  allotments^  depending  on 
the  length  of  continuous  employment  in  the  same  enterprise^  equal  6O70  to 
90fo  of  the  net  wage  and,  in  the  first  three  days,  50/0  to  ^Qffo  of  the  net 
wage .  ;  ,  .  -  , 

The  basic  requirements  for  claiming  old-age  income  is  for  the  in¬ 
sured  to  have  been  employed  at  least  20  years  and.  to  have  reached  the  age 
of  60  years;  an  employee  of  work  category  I,  or  a  woman,  must  have 
reached  at  least  55  years  of  age . 

Supplementary  social  care  is  composed  of  financial  aid  (special 
lump  payments,  sometimes  repeating  payments,  family  allotments,  payments 
to  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  living- expense  payments  to  blind 
persons,  contributions  to  aids  for  the  blind  and  motor  vehicles  for  in¬ 
valids),  in-kind  aids  (joint  feeding  of  income  recipients,  nursing  ser¬ 
vice,  and  other  in-kind  aid),  and  expenditures  for  establishing  and  main¬ 
taining  clubs  of  income  recipients.  Since  1957  the  expenses  of  supple¬ 
mentary  aid  have  also  included  contributions  under  law  No  64/5O, 
tion  of  Laws  (i.e.,  support  payments  to  the  family  members  of  persons  in 
compulsory  military  service)* 

Expenditiires  for  care  of  persons  with  changed  work  ability  include 
expenditures  to  train  these  people  for  suitable  occupations,  and  expenses 
for  contributions  made  before  placement  (i.e.,  payments  which  these  peo¬ 
ple  receive  from  the  manpower,  health,  and  social- welfare  departments^ of 
the  councils  of  the  Okres  National  Committees  for  the  period,  until  suit¬ 
able  employment  is  found  for  them) . 

Expenditures  for  institutional  care  include  those  for  the  social 
institutions  for  the  aged  (so-called  income-recipients’,  homes),  for  re¬ 
habilitation  centers  for  persons  with  changed  working  abilities,  and, 
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since  1958,  expenditures  for  institutions  for  social  care  for  children, 
you'bh.^  and  adul*ts  wi*bh.  physical  dofec'fcs . 

The  Revolutionary  Trade  Union  Movement  organizes  recreational 
trips  for  workers  to  various  recreational  centers .  In  a  1  ion  o 
factories  provide  their  ^loyees  ^  ^ 

recreatioml  trips  to  special  resorts.  In  1958  a  total  of  350,000  per 
sons  participated  in  this  recreation.  Special  rec^ation 
during  the  winter  for  J2E  members  and  independent  farmers .  In  1958  this 
program  attracted  12^000  persons.

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19.  CULTURE 

Culture  includes  all  cultviral  organizations  except  the  schools  and 
training  establishments.  It  thus  includes  the  theater,  state  musical 
groups,  galleries  of  creative  art,  creative  clubs,  films,  r^io  and  tele¬ 
vision,  circuses,  variety  shows  and  amusement  parks,  libraries,  enlight¬ 
enment  and  factory  clubs,  museums,  palaces  and  castles,  parks  of  culture 
and  rest,  zoological  gardens,  people’s  observatories,  and  natural  and 
city  reservations.  It  also  includes  the  publication  of  books,  periodi¬ 
cals,  and  phonograph  records . 

Statistical  data  concem  the  network  and  activity  of  cultural  es¬ 
tablishments  of  the  Ministry  of  Education  and  Culture,  to  which  are  added 
data  on  the  public  cultural  services  of  the  army  establishments  in  the 
areas  of  the  theater,  state  musical  groups,  film,  museums,  and  press. 

The  cultural  enlightenment  activity  of  the  other  central  agencies  and  the 
mass  organizations,  with  the  exception  of  ROH,  are  not  regularly  fol¬ 
lowed.  The  achievements  of  cultural  establishments  abroad,  such  as  con¬ 
certs  of  state  musical  groups  and  the  performances  of  professional  thea- 
“bers^  are  similarly  not  included  here* 

The  tables  contain,  in  the  momentary  indexes,  the  situation  as  of 
the  end  of  the  year  (e.g.,  the  number  of  movie  houses,  galleries,  and  li¬ 
braries),  while  the  longer- range  indexes  show  the  total  for  the  year 
(e.g.,  the  number  of  performances,  visitors,  or  books  published). 

Notes  on  the  Tables: 

Tables  19-1,  19-3>  and  19-4:  Theaters.  ^ 

Here  are  given  data  on  professional  theaters  of  the  Ministry  of 
Education  and  Culture,  army  theaters,  and  theater  studios  of  the  art 
colleges.  The  activities  of  amateur  theater  groups  are  not  included 
here;  they  are  mostly  organized  in  enli^tenment  clubs  and  are  given  in 
the  appropriate  table  (l9-ll). 

The  theater  network  is  givbn  in  two  sets  of  figures:  the  number 
of  theater  administrations,  i.e.,  organizational  units,  and  the  number 
of  stages  in  permanent  operation.  For  example,  the  National  Theater  in 
Prague  is  one  theater  administration  with  three  stages.  This  includes 
all  types  of  theaters,  including  puppet  theaters  and  theaters  for  yoiong 
people.  Theater  buildings  and  halls  vhich  are  used  by  regional  theaters 
only  as  traveling  stages  and  are  not  under  the  direct  administration  o 
the  theater  are  not  counted  here. 

Tables  19-1,  19-5>  19-6,  and  19-12:  Movies. 


The  state  movie  houses  include  the  movie  houses  of  the  national 
committees  and  those  of  the  aimy. 

The  movie  houses  of  the  enlightenment  establishments  differ  from 
the  state  movie  houses  in  that  they  are  part  of  an  enlightenment  club  and 
usually  do  not  have  a  special  room  for  showing  films.  In  this  case,  in 
order  to  classify  as  a  movie  house  it  is  enou^  if  the  enlightenment  club 
shows  films  regularly  at  least  once  a  week  for  the  public  and  for  admis¬ 
sion. 


The  movie  houses  of  other  organizations,  such  as  ROH,  are  not 
given  in  the  su3rveysi  Missing  also  are  the  projectors  of  schools  and 
other  institutions  which  show  films  only  occasionally.  There  are  several 
thousand  such  projectors  in  Czechoslovakia. 

Tables  19-1  and  19-5:  Filni  Creation. 

The  data  on  film  creation  include  the  production  of  the  Central 
Administration  of  Czechoslovak  Film,  and  the  army  films.  Feature-length 
films  are  those  longer  than  1,800  meters  and  having  two  tracks  --  sound 
and  si^t.

lii  Czechoslovakia  all  types  of  libraries  make  up  a  single  network, 
the  center  of  which  is  the  State  Library  in  Prague.  It  includes  people's, 
scientific,  specialized,  school,  institutional,  factory,  and  other  types 
of  libraries.  Only  the  most  important  types  of  libraries  are  checked  on 
statisticallay  with  regular  reports.

Enlightenment  activity  is  organized  even  in  the  smaller  obeces  . 
which  have  no  enlightenment  club.  It  is  under  the  local  national  commit 7 
tee .  Therefore  it  must  be  emphasized  that  data  on  enlightenment  enter-  , 
prises  and  the  appearances  of  professional  groups  and  soloists  (Table 
19-10 )  refer  to  all  obeces  regardless  of  who  sponsored  the  program.  Other 
data,  in  contrast,  are  followed  only  in  enlightenment  clubs,  so  that  the. 
number  of  coxarees,  circles,  and  groups  organized  in  the  ROH  factory  clubs 
and  other  institutions  is  not  given  here.

The  number  of  books  published  Includes  brochures.  Other  nonper¬ 
iodical  publications  include  scripts,  portraits,  maps,  atlases,  and  repro¬ 
ductions  of  pictxores.  The  production  group  of  nonperiodical  publica¬ 
tions,  which  consists  of  picture  postcards  (in  1958  there  were  25,801 
titles  and  96,963,000  copies),  two-dimensional  teaching  aids  (I16  titles 
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and  61)-5,000  copies),  picture-Tsooks  and  cutout  books  (34  titles  and 

963, 000  copies),  and  spcial  publications  (l2  titles  and  1,280,000  cop¬ 
ies)—  none  of  these  are  in  the  survey.

20.  PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

From  the  end  of  I952  to  1956  voluntary  physical  training  vae  di¬ 
rected  hy  the  State  Committee  for  Physical  Training  and  Sport  and  its 
components  in  the  kraj  and  okres  national  committees ..  .  The .actual  execu¬ 
tion  of  physical  training  fell  to  the  physical-training  organizations 
formed  in  the  trade  unions,  academies  of  the  state  labor  reserves,  in 
the  Sokol,  and  in  the  schools;  in  addition  the  army  and  the  armed  forces 
of  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  had  their  own  specially  organized  physi¬ 
cal  training.  Beginning  in  1957  the  organization  and  management  of  vol¬ 
untary  physical  training  and  providing  for  its  planned  development  were 
assigned  to  the  Czechoslovak  Union  of  Physical  Training  as  the  sole  vol¬ 
untary  physical-training  organization. 

The  tables  give  a  survey  of  the  organization  and  activity  of  uni¬ 
fied  physical  training  in  1953  through  1958.  Sectors  of  the  -Ministry  of 
National  Defense  and  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  are  not  included  in 
Tables  20-1  and  20-5 • 

Notes  on  the  Tables; 

Table  20-1:  Organization  of  Physical  Training  and  Sports. 

The  drop  in  the  number  of  physical-training  units  and  their  mem¬ 
bers  between  1955  and  1957  is  the  result  primarily  of  reorganization. 

Ihe  students  and  members  show  their  athletic  maturity  primarily  by 
fulfilling  the  conditions  prescribed  for  obtaining  the  awa.rd  of  BPPOV 
("Be  Prepared  for  Work  and  for  the  Defense  of  the  Homeland")  for  youth 
and  PPOV  ("Prepared  for  Work  and  for  the  Defense  of  the  Homeland"),  de¬ 
grees  I  and  II,  for  members.

In  order  to  evaluate  sport ^en,  exercisers,  trainers,  and  other 
deserving  physical-training  workers  the  following  honorary  titles  have 
been  introduced;  deseivlng  worker  in  physical  training  and  sports,  de¬ 
serving  sports  champion,  deserving  exerciser,  deserving  trainer,  sports 
champion,  exemplary  exerciser,  and  exemplary  trainer.  As  of  the  end  of 
1958  there  were  22  bearers  of  the  title  Deserving  Worker  in  Pliysical 
Training  and  Sports,  IIG  bearers  of  Deserving  Sports  Champion,  507  Exem¬ 
plary  Sports  Champions,  81i-  Deseiving  Exercisers,  16  Deserving  Trainers, 
223  Exemplary  Exercisers,  and  7I  Ex:eini>la.x'y  Trainers.

Notes  on  the  Tables: 

Table  21-2;  Income  of  the  National  Committees. 

The  income  of  the  national  committees  is  made  up  primarily  of  ' 
money  drawn  from  the  economic  and  budgetary  organizations^  attadhed  to 
the  budgets  of  the  national  committees,  local  taxes,  and  fees  and  incorite 
from  functional  and  administrative  activity. 

Regulation  income  is  the  share  in  state  taxes  which  the  national 
committees  receive  from  the  central  budget  to  cover,  their  expenses  in¬ 
sofar  as  these  are  not  covered  by  actual  income. 

Tables  21-3  21-1).:  Expenditirres  of  the  National  Committees 

(by  krajs  and  puarpose  of  expenditures). 

Expenditijifes  of  the  national  comriittees  in  this  table  are  divided 
by  purpose  and  within  them  by  main  headings . 

The  purpose  group  called  "Economy"  includes  allotments  to  econo¬ 
mic  organizations,  expenditures  for  design  work,  expenditures  for  man¬ 
aging  the  economy  (e.g.,  forest  care,  development  of  motoring,  manage-  • 
nent  of  internal  trade,  managing  and  improving  the  local'  economy,  expen¬ 
ditures  for  technical  advice  in  the  development  of  the  JZD's,  expendi¬ 
tures  on  settlement  of  the  frontier  area,  etc)  for  activities  in  produc¬ 
tion  (e.g.,  machine-tractor  stations,  forests  and  nurseries,  plant  pro.i 
duction,  animal  production,  destroying  plant  pests,  providing  for  agri¬ 
cultural  work,  protecting  animal  health,  veterinary  institutions,  local 
communications  and  allied  services,  water  supply  and  sewerage,  watef- 
economy  installations,  construction  and  general  repair  of  hi^ways  and 
highway  bridges,  hi^way  maintenance,  administration  Of  streams  and  soil 
improvement,  school  farms  of  the  agricultural  schools,  etc),  activities 
outside  production  (cleaning  obeces,  orchards  ,  public  illumination  and 
clocks,  health- technical  and .other, services, ' cemeteries,  self-help  pro¬ 
grams  to  improve  cities  and  obeces)  and  expenditures  for  ptotection  of 
persons  and  property. 

The  purpose  group  "Cultural  and  social  measures"  includes  expen¬ 
ditures  on  enlightenment,  social  welfax-e,  health,  social  security,  hous¬ 
ing  econoiay,  and  social  oi-ganlzatlons . 

The  pui-pose  group  "Administration"  contains  data  on  the  iaainten- 
ance  of  offices  and  organs. 
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Ejcpenditures  of  the  natioml  cor.inittees  from  supplenentary  budgets 
are  transfers  of  actual  and  regulatory  income  and  savings  in  excess  of 
the  plan  for  material  expenses  and  certain  budget  incomes  to  Supplemen¬ 
tary  budgets. 

GSie  national  coOTaittees  are  given  in  the  table  as  of  1  January 
1955 •  Eie  KNV  include  the  central  national  committees  in  Prague  and 
Bratislava,  the  High  Tatras  Local  National  Committee,  and  the  kraj  na¬ 
tional  coiaiittees.  The  ONV  include  the  okres  national  committees,  the 
obvod  national  comitimttees,  in  Pragiae  and  Bratislava,  and  the  city  national 
committees.  The  MKV  include  the  local  national  committees,  and  the  obvod 
national  committees  in  cities  vith  city  national  committees . 

Table  21-6:  Taxes  Paid  by  the  Population. 

Taxes  paid  by  the  population  are  a  supplementary  source  of  income 
to  the  state  budget,  since  even  in  a  socialist  econoi^y  the  state  budget 
gets  some  of  its  income  from  the  population  in  the  form  of  taxes  paid  by 
the  population,  althou^  the  vast  majority  of  the  income  of  the  state  bud 
get  is  made  up  of  income  from  the  socialist  sector. 

At  present  there  are  these  taxes  -which  the  population  pays:  wage 
tax,  agricultural  tax,  income  tax  paid  by  the  population,  small-business 
tax,  tax  on  literary  and  artistic  activity,  and  household  tax. 

The  wage  tax  is  the  most  important  tax  paid  by  the  population. 

This  tax  is  paid  by  the  overwhelming  majority  of  citizens  in  o\ir  repub¬ 
lic, by  laborers  and  office  workers  in  all  categories  from  their  work  in¬ 
comes  -which  result  from  their  permanent  -work  situation. 

The  agricultural  tax  is  paid  by  the  individual  farmers  from  their 
income  on  agricultural  activity.  The  agricultxaral  tax  is  apportioned 
depending  on  the  area  of  agricultural  land,  on  the  basis  of  average  yield 
norms. 

The  Income  tax  paid  by  the  population  covers  all  income  not  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  -wage  tax,  the  agricultural  tax,  and  the  tax  on  literary  and 
artistic  activity.  This  includes  particularly  income  from  houshold 
property,  income  from  small  businesses,  artisan  trades,  and  other  gain¬ 
ful  employment  conducted  alone,  income, from  so-called  free-lance  profes¬ 
sions,  etc . 

The  supplementary  -wage  tax  in  addition  to  the  income  tax  is  the 
small- business  tax.  It  is  paid  by  each  physical  person  who  conducts  any 
sort  of  business;  it  is  in  addition  to  the  income  tax. 
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The  tax  on  literary  and  artistic  activity  covers  income  from  lit¬ 
erary,  recitation,-  lecture,  musical,  artistic,  composer,  dirSctor  activ¬ 
ities,  from  dramatic  work,  and  from  artistic  cfeative  work  (painting, 
sculpture,  graphics,  art  photography,  architect^are ) . 

The  household  tax  is  paid  on  dwelling  buildings,  operational 
buildings,  production  installations,  household  gardens,  etc.  The  yield 
from  this  tax  is  a  budget  income  of  the  national  comittees . 

Table  21-8:  Deposits  by  the  Population. 

The  populttion  deposits  finances  exclusively  in  the  State  Savings 
Banks,  either  in  books  or  in  current  accounts.  An  exception  is  the  de¬ 
posits  of  state-prize  winners,  which  can  be  deposited  in  Czechoslovak 
State  Bank  accounts.  Data  on  deposits  of  the  population  in  current  ac- 
covuits  are  not  given  in  the  tables .  Tlieir  share  in  the  total  volume  of 
accounts  is  not  appreciable. 

Table  21-11:  Loans  Made  by  the  State  Savings  Banks. 

The  loans  expended  by  the  state  savings  banks  to  the  population 
are  intended  to  enable  the  workers  to  meet  pressing  and  li'-imediate  expen¬ 
ditures,  to  obtain  desirable  material  goods,  and  to  provide  for  personal 
needs  when  the  workers  themselves  are  temporarily  unable  to  obtain  the 
necessary  funds  from  their  own  savings . 

Loans  made  to  the  population  can  be  divided  into  these  groups: 
loans  for  consumer  goods  (to  newlsrweds,  for  the  purchase  of  certain 
types  of  goods,  other  personal  loans);  for  housing  construction  (for  small 
construction  of  family  hoixses,  individual  housing  construction,  family 
houses,  small  housing  construction,  maintaining  private  housing  property 
from  the  resources  of  the  national  coiumittees,  for  repairs  of  housing 
property  in  private  ownership^;  loans  for  liquidation  (for  large  housing 
property  in  private  ownership,  for  construction  repair  and  housing  con¬ 
struction,  agricultural  loans  with  delayed  payments  and  interest,  for 
property  under  obligatory  lease,  loans  taken  over,  etc ) . 

Table  21-12;  Loans  to  the  Population  for  Selected  Types  of 
Goods,  Extended  by  the  State  Savings  Banks  in  1958* 

Loans  for  the  purchase  of  certain  selected  types  of  consumer 
goods  were  Introduced  on  20  November  1958 •  These  loans  are  to  peikiit 
the  purchase  of  expensive  types  of  goods  parti eulaj-ly  to  Small  savers  who 
save  regularly. 

Table  21-33;  Property,  Injury,  and  Life  Insurance. 
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The  State  Insurance  Society  Ip  an  econonic  organization  which  has 
the  exclusive  right  throughout  Czechoslovakia  to  insure  property  and 
persons  with  obligatory  and  voluntary  insurance. 

At  present  the  following  types  of  insurance  exist:  property  insur 
ance  (voluntary  and  obligatory),  injury  and  life  instirance  (both  are  vol 
untary  insurance  of  persons).  Obligatory  types  of  property  Insurance 
are:  insurance  of  the  property  of  national  comittees,  of  enterprises 
attached  to  the  budgets  of  the  national  comittees,  th6  JZD's,  insuring 
legal  responsibility  in  the  operation  of  notor  vehicles,  insuring  legal 
responsibility  in  the  operation  of  aircraft,  insuring  legal  responsibil" 
ity  in  the  execution  of  hunting  rights,  and  insuring  the  legal  respon¬ 
sibility  of  housing  adiuinistrations  of  the  national  comittees .  Life 
insurance  includes  the  following  types:  insurance  for  survival  and  for 
death,  nixed  insurance  for  survival  and  death,  incone  insurance,  and 
funeral  insurance .  Injury  insurance  can  be  divided  into  sinsuxance 


against  death  resulting  fron  injury 
tenporaiy  incapacity.
